VIHAUA, Juno 11.—Hi lEapelji and 


Fred Jackson, deputies of Sheriff Scott 
of Fresno county, have been in the 
mountains 11 week hunting for Evans 
and Honing. They were accompanied 
by United States Marshal Gard 
and 


Thomas Burns, the man who was with 
Deputy United States Marshal Black 
when ho was shot while in Gain p Badger 
three weeks ago. 


TllK 1IANIHT8 BK1I1TKD. 


Humhiy morning they encamped at a 


vacant house about one-htdf mile from 
Slono Corral, about eighteen 
miles 


northciint of this city and about nix miles 
west from Wileox canyon. 


Tho otllccra wore completely tired out 


with their week's hunt, and they en- 
tered the deserted house to lake a good 
day'ri rest. They spent a day in flleep- 
inj* and making preparations lo continue 
the hunt for the outlaws. 


About twenty minutes before sunset 


llapelji went to tho door or tho houeo 
and saw two men coming down the hill 
and toward the place. On closer obser- 
vation it was discovered that tho men 
were no other than Evans and Sontag, 
the fugitive depcradocs. Kvans was in 
tho load and carried a rifle and shotgun 
and Sontflg was armed with simply a 
rifle. 


Rapclji turned around to his com- 


rades in the house and said; "Hullo, 
here coincB two men down the hill." 
He did not know positively u-hn thi;y 
were, but judged from their appearance 
nnd the arms they carried that they 
were tho outlaws. 


Jackson, the olficer who was shot, 


^••enllu tho door where Rapelji waa 


standing »nd said : "They nrc the men 
we have been looking for." The two 
men woke up Burns and United States 
Marshal Gard, who were asleep. They 
jumped up quickly and grabbed their 
guns and prepared to make a fight. 


Tho oilicers went out ot the front door 


of tho house and as they \v ont around tho 
back corner Evans saw Rapelji and, 
throwing his Winchester to his shoulder, 


affray last night Sontag talked to the 
officers freely.

They saw no one except a wounded 


man alongside the road, hut they did 
not stop to pick him up. In fact, they 
only took a passing glance at <he scon- 
ijry and put tho bud to the team with 
great earnestness in their effort to get 
out of the locality. 
From tho description given, Evans 


was among some granite rocks above 
.he road, while Sontag was en tho road. 
There was no footracing, but both par- 
,ies were peppering away at every flash 
of a gun from the other side. They had 
no idea how many were engaged in the 
light, and did not take pains to inquire.

Something About Sheriffs Deputies 


Rapelji and Jackson. 


Deputy Sheriff Rapelji is known as an 


.ntrepid man and a dead shot. Several 
years ago he and Deputy Sheriff John 
White of this county went to a corral 
just west of this city to arrest a Mexican 
sheepshcarer who was wanted on a 
charge ot horse stealing and who was 
suspected of murder. 


When Mr. White read the warrant the 


Mexican laid down his shears and said : 
"Wait till I get my vest." He threw 
his vent over his left arm and immedi- 
ately shot at Mr. White with a revolver, 
missing him. White returned tho lire 
and miBBcd also, and just as the Mexican 
was about to shoot again Rapclji drew 
his revolver and sent Cwo bullets into 
the murderer's heart, killing him in- 
tently. 
Deputy Sheriff Fred Jackson is from 


tho state of Nevada, where lie had con- 
siderable experience with desperadoes. 
He is a keen, active, brave and vigilant 
officer and was seleclcd by Sheriff Scott 
because of those qualities.

SACKAMKSTO, Juno 12.—The state of 


California will no longer pay bounties 
for coyote scalps unless compelled to do 
so by tho supremo court. The state 
board of examiners, which allowed 
claims of $5 for each scalp delivered to 
the proper county officials, says that the 
only power which can make them audit 
tho claims is tho highest tribunal in tho 
state. 


From the time of the passage of the 


act by the legislature of 1891 tho state 
has paid out on account of coyote 
claims something like $200,000, and at 
the same ratio, if the stale had not quit, 
much more than that sum would have 
been paid out by the time thu next Icy- 
islaturc meets. 
The last claims the state paid wore for 


the quarter ending September, 189-', 
and since Unit time over $80,000 in 
claims have accumulated. They are 
t-tacked up in the office of Uiu board of 
examiners, and will remain there un- 
approved. 


Although the coyote act had been <le- 
ilcd constitutional by tho supremo 
court, the board of examiners contend 
that in the event of a special appropria- 
tion by the legislature there is an open 
question as to whether these claims can 
be paid out ot any funds in tho stale 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. 
Until this question is settled not a sin- 
gle claim will bo allowed.
